Shortly after midnight last Tuesday 


tho usual quietude of Pine Grove and 
vicinity was somewhat disturbed by the 
wildcries of fire, which camo from the 
direction of the Pine Grove Hotel. Al- 
most simultaneous with the alarm there 
was an opening of windows,' as people 
peered eagerly into the night seeking 
the source of the disturbance. 
Sudden- 


lythere burst upon their gaze a fierce 
flash, and the fiery fiamec began 
to 


envelope a woodshed next the saloon 
adjoining the hotel, and the work of 
destruction was begun. 


Shortly after midnight, O. L. Web- 


ster, 
who was the proprietor of the 


Pino Grove Hotel, and who had re- 
turned that day fromEl Dorado, went 
to the pump and a few moments later 
closed tho houso and retired. 
While 


moving around in his apartments 
ho 


awoke v man named Pitts, who, a few 
minutes later noticed an unusual bright- 
ness 
through 
tho space 
between 
the 


curtain and tho window-sill. He raised 
the curtain, 
looked across the saloon 


and beheld a cloud of smoke arising 
from the far side of ttw woodshed. 
The alarm was given immediately, but 
a lack of water a scarcity of men to 
utilize what jthey had, gave the fire 
considerable headway. 
In a moment 


the shed .together 
with the 
saloon, 


which "as adjoining the hotel and be- 
tween the hotel and shed, 
we're com- 


pletely under the control of the flames, 
which leaped over to tho hotel, and 
finished its course by next enveloping 
the post-office. 
Abarrel of whiskey 


was the only thing saved 
from the 


saloon, 
except two bottles of whiskey 


which Webster grabbed 
from the ice- 


chest before the roof gave in. 


But very little furniture was saved 


from the hotel. Itwas npt before the 
fire had become so fierce that itcould 
not bo checked with the means at hand 
that any help came. The buildings were 
likeso much kindling woodand burned 
quickly. .Allmail and the post office 
equipment 
were speedily taken out of 


harm's 
way, and no loss was entailed 


other than the building. 


The origin of this destructive confla- 


gration is unknown, the fire having 
started on the outside of the woodshed. 


The hotel building and property be- 


longed 
to Richard Webb of Jackson, 


but the business 
had been conducted 


by O. L. Webster. 
Tho adjoining 


saloon was run in connection with the 
hotel. 
Mr. Webb, we are informed, 


had an insurance of $1000 on the prop- 
erty, and Webster had an insurance of 
$400 on the furniture. 
The conflagra- 


tioncaused quite a loss to both gentle- 
men. 


Stenographer J. D.Fennestey was In 
Sutter Creek yesterday and when found 
that he was from Jackson,' was taken 
into a room by certain parties and 
thoroughly fumigated, so much so that 
he nearly suffocated fromthe fumes of 
the disinfectant. 
After recovering he 


was thrown into jail.
